Home refused lo lake him back. 
The blind institution was then 
asked to take him in, but refused, 

and application waa made for him 

at the Imbecile School, but there, 
too. admission was denied. The 
case has been referred to the State's 
Attorney General for solution. 
evening's Dispatch gave the follow- 
ing anent the case : 

" '1 should very much like to see 
a mandamus ease brought in the 
case of the deaf, dumb, blind and 
imbecile boy of Logan County, who 
is denied admission to any of the 
stale institutions," said Assistant 
Attorney General W. IL Miller, 
Friday morning. The discussion of 
this question has led Mr. Miller to 
make an examination of the laws 
concerning admission to the blind 
deaf mute and the institution for 
Imbecile youth, and he finds that 
the superintendents are supreme 
and absolute as to whom (hey may 
admit and whom reject. Even as 
to the institution for imbecile youth 

the superintendent seems to h 

final decision. Il has been goner 
ally supposed that children alleged 
to he imbecile may be presented to 
the probate court for inquest as in 
lunacy ease-, and from mittimus 
from that court placed in the insti- 
tution for idiots, but Mr Miller 
finda mo authority for this as to 
children. It can be done as to 
adult idiots intended to be kept on 
the custodial farm. 

LA.GKSD LaOAIi ACTHORITY. 

" So far as probate courts there- 
fote h&ve assumed to hold inquests 
on children and to formally commit 
them to the institution for imbecile 
youth, it seems that they ha\ • 
ed without any legal authority. 

"Dr. Etoriek has fortified him 
stdf with tin opinion of the attorney 
general in the Logan County case 
to the affect that w here a child pie 
sented for admission there is eligi- 
ble in some othei state institution 
he need not be accepted at his in- 
stitution. The same might tx 
it appears, even where the child is 

not eligible elsewhere Di Uoriek 
seems to regard Iho fact that this 
boy is blind, as making him eligi- 
ble to the Institution for the blind; 
and the fact, that as he is deal 
making him eligible to the state 
institution for the deaf. Assistant 
Attorney General Miller said Fri 
day that blindness and deafness 
are not the only qualifications mak- 
ing children eligible to those insti- 
tutions

dumb institution, is of the opinion 
that, at least, as to his deafness lite 
trouble with the Logan County 



is a mental one, and the same may 
be true as to his sight. He belie 
there is nothing wrong with his 
organs of hearing, but he lacks the 
mental ability to interpret the 
sound sense. 

" It is evidently net to se- 

cure some new legislation that will 
make some provision for these un- 
fortunate who do not come within 
the stiict scope of any existing state 
institution." 

Some time ago Mr John Young, 
aged twenty, claiming to have been 
educated in the North Carolina 
School, arrived in Columbus desti- 
»Ute, stating he had just come from 
Toledo, ()., where he had been sick 

in a hospital with typhoid fever. 

He was sent to the institution tk 
by the city authorities where he 
made hie known to Superin- 

tendent Jones and asked to be 
given work for a short time so he 
could make his way back to North 
t nolina. He was accommodated 
but became sick the first day he 
began work. He was taken to 

Francis' Hospital for treatment. A

must, W8it on the child, not the 
child on the method. The deaf 
child first, always the deaf child 
first " as Dr. Love puts it. 

Tt is difficult to say what would 
properly constitute a scientific stu- 
dy of the deaf child. From a me- 
dical point of view a different con- 
struction would probably outain 
than from the point of view of a 
well-qualified, conscientious and 
experienced educator of the deaf. 
And it may here be stated that cer- 
tificates for the admission of pupils 
to Institutions for the deaf of this 
country, are filled with data giving 
the causes and degrees of deafness, 
ihe physical and mental condition 
of the applicant, and other infor- 
mation having relation to heredity 
aa well as the moral tendencies and 
habits, that would seem to cover 
the medical conception of "a study 
of the child " and afford a sufficient 
basis for preliminary segregation 
and classification. Afterwards, 
under the direction of an exp 
ODOed Principal ano the study of a 
competent teacher, the mental ca- 
pabilities are correctly diagnosed. 
There is no teacher worthy of the 
name who approaches all the pupils 
of his class in the same way He 
is sore to differentiate in his efforts 
to produce a healthy mental devel- 
opment and to .secure and imp 
upon them all a correct standard of 
moral concepts. 

Dr. Love says : " The German 
plan of teaching the deaf by the 
universal application of the oral 
method, is like the fitting of all 
kinds of sight defects with one type 
ve-glass." He also avers that in 
Germany, as elsewhere, the oral 
method has had poor results except, 
"among those who have a good 
deal of remaining hearing and 
speech . " 

Institutions for the Deaf of the 
United States are very much ham- 
pered in their work by the demands 
of parents in the application of 
methods. The paren re the 

■', but are not competent judges 
of what method will produce the 
highest results. As a rule, the 
Institutions which educate the deaf 
at public expense, do noL take upon 
them the obligation of producing 
4 the highest scholarly 
acquisitions, but rather are respon- 
sible for satisfactory mental de- 
velopment, moral fitness and general 
capacity for the work of life. Do 
la this? Attend any 
gathering of the deaf, and look

above.
